TO TELEPHONE BY 
WIRELESS ACROSS 
ATLANTIC OCEAN 


Wm. Marconi Believes This Will 
Be Accomplished—May Be 
Question of Years 


New York, May 15.—-A special to 
the World from London says: “W 
‘ Marconi gave to the’ World cor 
respondent tonight interesting details 
regarding the wireless telephone ex- 
periments which he has been conduct- 
ing. Marconi explained that he had 
completed his wireless telephone tests 
and brought out a practical design of 
wireless telephone apparatus based 
on a principle which has never before 
been used in this sort of work. 

He added: “We have now got an 
apparatus with which we can tele- 
phone a distance of 100 miles, Some 
of the further tests are to be made 
between ships and shore stations in 
south England and Wales, So fa: the 
greatest distance over which we have 
spoken successfully is miles, That 


was between Italian ‘battleships on 
the Mediterranean about six days 
ago. 


‘We have completed an 
for one hundred miles at 
we have not tinished testing it yet. 
Our method of communication is just 
the same as with wireless telegraph 
except that instead of sending wire- 
less telegraphic messages, we send 
over the intervening space wireless 


apparatus

words. The new principle involved, 
is that we have a new way of pro- 
ducing what are called continuous 
waves 


“I think we shall be able presently 
to telephone wirelessly from England 
to America. It may be a question of 
years, I do not know how soon, but I 
think it will come. Our chief diffi- 
culty is in controlling sufficient power 
to carry a message that distance. 

“Il think we shall be able to tele- 
phone Wirelessly between England 
and France very soon now, . perhaps 
before the end of the year. The con- 
versutions we have had have been 
quite clear. I think we can speak 
better by night than by day; we can 
telephone further. 

‘The Italian government has adopt- 
ed the apparatus, We have sent it 
enough for twenty ships. The Jtalian 
navy is so far the only one which has 
it, 

“Wireless telephony can be carried 
out by the same men and the same 
apparatus as we have at present for 
wireless telegraphy. I do not Yet 
know its cost, but probably ‘it will be 
cheaper than telegraphy.”

Al- 
though financial depression might 
have rendered additional aid neces- 
sary, such ald might well have been 
given, and could have been’ given 
without endangering the credit of 
Canada or of its railway enterprises, 
both of which now stand in serious 
danger. 

The load which has broken the back 
of the Canadian Northern is the Bri 
tish Columbia section from Vancouver 
to the summit of the Yellow tiead 
Pass—500 miles. For this section of 
the road the late Liberal Government 
has absolutely no responsibility, nor 
credit in any way, if credit be due, 
except for having provided for the 
building of the line from Edmonton 
to the summit of the Pass to meet the 
British Columbia section when _ fin- 
ished. Although this section of line 
closely parallels the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific, there is still reason for its con- 
struction as it gives a competitive 
railway outlet to the enormous coal 
sources lying in the country between 
Edmonton aud the summit of the 
Rockies, 

The arrangement of the company 
for construction in British Columbia 
was made with the British Columbia 
Gcvernment under special errange- 
ments which segregated that section 
of the main line when constructed 
from the remainder of the sysiem so 
far as control of rates by the Railway 
Commission was concerned, Applica- 
tions were made to the late Govern- 
ment for aid on that portion of the 
system, which were always refused. 
One important reason being that the 
late Government refused to give aid 
to any railway that would not come 
under absolute control of the Raliwar 
Commission.

Editor Bulletin: 

Sir.—The city has entirety the 
wrong method for growing trees along 
the streets. Those trees shouid have 
the ground about them cultivated as 
far as tthe roots extend so as to pro- 
vide a soil mulch to preserve the 
moisture. We have only 17 inches 
of precipitation at Edimontoa, which 
includes the snowfall as well. In On- 


tarlo the rainfall is 45 inches, If we 
had 45 inches of rain here there would 
be no occasion for writing ‘this letter, 
as the trees wou:d grow with that 
much moisture even without special 
attention. The department of agri- 
culture sends out jrees to farmers 


free, but they stipulate how tthe trees 
shall be eared for. It would be a 


good plan for the elty to get advice 


from the same quarter. I believe the 
tree planting so far tito ‘be a failure 


and a waste of money, but the most 
of these young trees might be saved 


by digging up the grass and taking 


care of them in accordance with dry

FARMER’S OPINION OF 


UNEMPLOYED PROBLEM 


Editor Bulletin. 


Sir,—At the present time we ure 


hearing much concerning the unerm- 
ployed, but from my_ experience I 
would say that the fault lies with the 


men and not with the times or the 


country. in TPebruary last we en- 
gaged two men who were splitting 
wood at one of the city missions for 
one meal a day, They were not overly 
anxious to work, but agreed ww come 
to us at $26 a month and board, ‘1 ..ey 
stayed with us until they thought they 


could get a littl more money, and 
then picked up and left without a 
moment's warning or a word of thanks 
for having been kept trom starving, 
In 1913 we had difteen men—we only 
require two at a time—and out of the 
jot we only had one whom we consid- 
ered a irst class farm hand, This sea- 
son we are having the same difliculty. 


We have had five different men so tar; 


some worked one day, others a week, 
while one man stayed four hours It 
was a fine, bright morning, and with 


the remark that it was too fine weath- 


er to work on a farm at $35 a month 
and board, he struck out for Edmon- 


ton. These men are walking the 
streets today, for 1 have not only 
seen them but talked with them, We 
have been paying our men from $26 
to $45 per month with board, ac- 
cording to the time of year, with a 
ten-hour day, In harvest lime we pay 
2.50 a day and board, and yet we 
cannot get help, while hundreds are 
waiking the streets begging for help. 
Our experience is not unliké that of 


dozens of farmers.

Should Pay Its Debts, 

Mr, Oliver said he failed to under- 
—e why this aid was to be given the 

.N.R., if the company was not to pay 
its debts with the money received. He 
was at a loss to understand the rea- 
sons- behind the agreement that the 
millions of obligations of the company 
was not to be provided for out of this 
money. If the C. N. R. was to get 
the money, why should the creditors 
of the company not receive sume -con- 
sideration. 

Dealing with the matter. of securi- 
ties, Mr. Oliver maintained that the 
government would not have a dollar's 
worth more of security than it had 
now, It was all a form of words to 
disguise the fact that 45 million dol- 
lars was being advanced without se- 
curity. When the money was all spent 
and the company was not able to pay 
its debts, every reason given for not 
foreclosing the mortgage we had or 
the C.N.R. would still exist, At the 
present time the government dared 
not foreclose because the company 
owed too much money. 

A Strong Arraignment, 

Mr. Oliver said the government pro- 
posal was improvident, indefinite and 
inefficient. The resuvlution was a pur- 
posely involved attempt to establish 
a controlling junior partrership- with 
an insolvent debtor. While profess- 
ing to take sévurity, it es abiished in- 
creased liabiiliy to the country, Al- 
though imposing un enormous addi- 
tional burden on the eredic of the 
country it did not provide for out- 
standing liabilities; it did not protect 
provincial interesis; it did not provide 
for minimum rates and in case of 
foreclosure, it did not establish gov- 
ernment ownersHip of the property.

Company Is Completely 
Destroyed 


NOTHING I8 LEFT OF 
FACTORY BUILDING 


Difference of Opinion as to Cause 
—Either Gasoline or Molten 
Rubber 


Detroit, Mich, May 16.—Ten men 
were Kilied and three terribly injured 
in an explosion this forenoon which 
blew the plant of the Mexican Crude 


Rubber company to pieces, There 
were about 26 employees working in 
the plant. Eleven survivors have 
been accounted for. Gasoline is be- 
lieved to have been responsible for 
toe explosion. 

Most of the victims were skilled 
mechanics. One body was blown 
through the building. Three other 
bodies were burned beyond recogni- 


tion, 

Three men were removed to a hos- 
pital and physicians suid they did not 
expect any of the men to survive, Doz- 
ens of windows in buildings near tne 
rubber company's plant were shatter- 
ed, 

Reports a5 to Cause. 

Were several reports as 

of the exptosion, but su 
vVivors said a vat containing a large 
quantity of molien ruber exploded. 
Officials of the company declined to 
issue a statement until they conduct- 
od an investigation, 

The plant, a one-story concrete 
building, in West Detroit, was almost 
obliterated. Miying chunks of syb- 
stance riddled adjoining buildings and 
concrete blucks weighing hundreds of 
pounds were hurled more than two 
blocks, 

The factory of the Commerce Mo- 
tor Car Company, about 100 feet from 
the rubber concern, Was ‘badly dam- 
aged Nobody in the building, how- 
ever, Was seriously injured. 

Witnessed by Pedestrians, 

The explosion was witnessed = b) 
scores of pedestrians and there were 
many narrow escapes. One man tola 
the police he heard a roar—the con- 
erele factory seemed to split in three 
» pieces, two of which “melted 
away,” the third, he said 
into the air, breaking 
fragments went Whizzing 
direction, 

The building was considered fire- 
proof and the firemen soon preyented 
the possibility of a contiagration, 
None of the first five bodies removed 
from the smoking debris was identi- 
fied before being taken to the morgue. 

May Be 14 Among Dead. 

Several hours after the oceident it 
was still impossible to learn definitely 
the number of dead. All of the em- 
ployees could not be accounted for 
and this led to reports that possibly 
fourteen had-heen killed. .

Ottawa, Ont., May 16.-—The news of 
the death of Mon, FD. Monk, al- 
though not unexpected, was received 
with decp regret ul Ottawa, From 
ihe time he entercd parliament in 
1896, he was one of the most highly 
respected inen in the house, beth on 
account of his natural ability and per- 
sonality, In later years he was re- 
cognized as a tirst cliss parliamentar- 
jan and os a debater he had few 
equals at Ottawa. He was equally at 
heme at French and English and was 
vne of the best linguists in the house, 

Premier Borden announced Mr. 
Monk's death in the commons this 
morning and tributes were paid to 
him by the prime minister, Sir Wil- 
trid Laurier, Hon, L. P. Pelletier, Hon. 
c. J. Doherty and Hon, Redolphe Le- 
mieux. 

“It ig my painful duty,” said Mr. 
Borden, “to announce the death of 
Hon. F. D, Monk, for many years a 
member of this house and until a year 
ago a nember of the present govern- 
ment.
